Our schools, during the past year, have been successful. Many 
of them were taught by those having previous experience, all of 
whom were females. ‘There have been 135 weeks schooling, 
with 130 different pupils. 

An improvement was made by uniting Districts No. 5 and 10 
for one year, thereby giving them two terms of 19 weeks. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 
Are undergoing a change such as the ruthless hand of time 
engraves upon all things earthly. We hope man will intercept 
the work of nature and give our youth more attractive and com- 
fortable school-houses. 


TEXT BOOKS 


Are in a sad condition, which need a thorough and radical 
change generally, although we do not recommend frequent 
changes. We think this subject should be under the direction 
of a State board of public instruction, who might in time estab- 
lish a uniformity of text book throughout the State. 

Then the tree of knowledge, which took root in the East, ex- 
tending her branches banyan-like over the mighty deep, drop- 
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ping shoots upon isle and continent, until a world, standing 
beneath its bounteous arms, might stretch forth her hand and 
gather fruit of science and wisdom from every pendant bough. 


District No. 1.—VILLAGE. 


This school has been under the instruction of Miss Mary R. 
WesstTer during the year. She brought to her work experience, 
together with an aptness to teach, which rend2red this a profit- 
able school year. Kxamination at the close of each term showed 
good progress. 


District No. 2?.—RIver Roap. 


Miss Jennre S. Emmons taught this school. One short term 
in a year gives little opportunity for development, yet the result 
of her labors were quite satisfactory. Many terms of work in 
the school-room enabled her to forward her pupils to higher in- 
tellectual fields. - 
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District No. 3.—DIcKERSoN HILL. 


A school of two terms was taught by Miss Fiora F. Cruiey. 
She labored with much zeal for the good of her pupils. Those 
who attended constantly made commendable advancement in 
their several studies. 


District No. 4.—CENTER. 


The first term was taught by Miss Appre M. Stevens, who 
came without previous experience as a teacher; yet it was pleas- 
ing to find one so well adapted and thorough in her work. The 
‘treason why” is something recommended to all teachers, as 
taught by her. Her efforts were well received. 

The winter term was in charge of Miss Frora O. Bran, who 
came to us with previous knowledge of this vocation. Prog- 
ress was made in their studies, yet thoroughness, so desirable, 
should be constantly in view of every teacher. ‘The litera- 
ry exercises at the closing examination was a work in the right 
direction.

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District No. 3.—WISER. 


Miss Mina H. Quimpy was selected teacher for the first term. 
Order fair. The school passed a good examination. 

The second term had Miss Besstr K. Sawyer for teacher, who 
was wanting in experience, yet she labored to impress each pu- 
pil with the importance of applying themselves to their studies. 
Experience will render her more proficient in teaching.

Districr No. 7.—LEBARRON. 


A short term of six weeks had Miss Harrie Tyre. as teach- 
er, who was both young in years and experience. She was 
faithful to her trust, laboring earnestly for the best good of all.
